WILMINGTON - In the 1950's, 
Wilmington was in a state of 
tremendous growth. Subdivi- 
sions were popping up like 
weeds. Interstate 93 was under 
construction along the east side 
of town, 

If there were one point mark- 
ing the change in Wilmington 
from a farming town to an 
industrial town, it would be 
exactly 50 years ago, with the 


sale of the Barrows farm to 
Avco, (now Textron) on June 
23, 1956 for $70,000. 

The announcement of the 
Avco research plant was made 
in the Town Crier on May 17, 
1956. A special town meeting 
was held on June 1 to rezone 
the property from general busi- 
ness to industrial. 

A December 1, 1956 starting 
date was announced, but it 
passed by with no activity. 


Aveo began construction on the 
$15 million plant for its Systems 
Division in February The 
groundbreaking was held on 
February 18th. 

The construction project 
involved bringing in over 
100,000 yards of fill, the biggest 
construction job in Wilmington 
since the building of the 
Middlesex Canal 150 years ear- 
lier. Of course, the scope of the

Medicare beneficiaries 
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New schemes to defraud 


Medicare beneficiaries warned to be aware of phone 
scams surrounding new Medicare drug benefit 


The “$299 Ring” scheme to 
defraud seniors and people 
with disabilities has changed 
into a higher priced scam 
involving in some cases a new 
Medicare card, instead of a 
prescription drug plan. 

The Centers for Medicare & 
Medicaid Services (CMS) said 
today the dollar amount now 
requested by phone callers is 
usually $379, but cases have 
also occurred where the 
callers asked for $350 or $365 
Medicare has already referred 
nearly 250 cases involving 
attempts to steal beneficia 
ries' funds to federal law 
enforcement officials. These 
are pending further action. 

By getting the message out 
to Medicare _ benefi 
about how they can avoid 
scams, we've seen the number 
of incidents go down,” said 
CMS Administrator Mark B. 
McClellan, M.D., Ph.D. “To 
protect all people with 
Medicare from being victim 
ized, we are taking further 
steps to prevent, identify and 
help law enforcement officials 
apprehend these scam artists 
And, if you think you may b 
victim, call 1-877- ERX 

The reported incidence of 
people with Medic: falling 
victim to these scams, by actu: 
ally paying money, has 
decreased from 51 percent of 
the cases reported between 
Nov. 15 5, and April 30. 
2006, to 25 percent between

As part of the new scams, 
callers are now asking for 
bank information or telling 
beneficiaries they can provide 
a new Medicare card for a fee. 
Similar to the reported “ 
Ring,” callers asked Medicare 
beneficiaries for bank account 
numbers that the callers use 
to electronically withdraw the 
money. The new Medicare 
card or prescription drug plan 
they claim to be selling is not 
legitimate. 

Callers may use the names of 
fictitious companies, such as 
Pharma Corp., National 
Medical Office, Medicare 
National Office and National 
Medicare. 

It is against Medicare's rules 
to call a person with Medicare 
and ask for bank account or 
other personal information, or 
cash payment, over the tele 
phone. No beneficiary should 
ever provide that kind of infor 
mation to someone who calls 
them. Such calls must be 
placed by the beneficiaries 
themselves or handled by a 
follow-up letter to which the 
beneficiary may choose to 
reply. If someone calls asking 
for personal information, or 
the call doesn't seem right for 
some other reason, a benefi 
ciary should hang up the 
phone and contact Medicare 
at 1-877-7SAFERX (1-877 
3379) or his or her local law 
enforcement or consumer pro

The Avco plant was a mile- 
stone for Wilmington in many 
ways. It was a different kind 
of industry. Instead of factory 
workers, the employees were 
scientists and engineers, 
some of whom settled in 
Wilmington. The Town Crier 
described the setting as sort 
of a “super-university.” 

Avco became the town's 
largest taxpayer, leading the 
Town Crier to dub the firm, 
“Uncle Aveo.” 

Avco at the time was the 
tenth-largest defense contrac 
tor in the nation. On July 3, 
1957, the firm announced an 
$111 308,359 contract for devel 
opment of a nose cone re- 
entry system for the ICBM 
missile system. The firm later 
developed the _ protective 
ceramic tile re-entry system 
for NASA's Apollo capsules, 
which enabled man to return 
from the moon 

In the early 1960's, the firm 
opened a second plant in 
North Wilmington, opposite 
the Whitefield School, and a 
plant in Lowell. Those plants 
later closed, as government 
contracts were completed. In 
1986, a major expansion was 
undertaken for the MX mis 
sile system. A high-bay build 
ing was added to the Lowell 
Street campus, and an addi 
tional building was leased 
across the street at 226 Lowell 
Street 

Avco merged with Textron in 
December, 1985 

]-- Herb Barrows --[ 

Herb Barrows was an old 
Yankee farmer who lived on 
Woburn Street, just south of 
Lowell Street. His farm was at 
the corner of Lowell and 
Woburn streets. He had 
bought the place in 1894 

Herb was engaged in many 
different businesses. He was a 
contractor, a nurseryman, a 
dairy farmer and a woods 
man. He hauled the steel rails 
for the first street car lines in 
town. He was also an agent 
for International Harvester 
and had a 1923 truck that is 
sull in Wilmington today 

After selling the property to 
Aveo, Herb Barrows went out 
and cut the hay one last time. 
in the summer of 1956. He 
also stipulated in the sale 
contract that during con 
struction, all logs were to be 
taken to his property. He was 
hopping mad when he saw 


workmen burning logs as con. 
struction began. 

Herb Barrows was also a 
town official, and received a 
citation from the governor of 
Massachusetts for never 
missing a town meeting in 60 
years. He served as select 
man and constable. He found 
ed the Wilmington Finance 
Committee in 1927 and was 
well-known for his Yankee fis 
cal conservatism

What's most interesting 


about the Harnden Tavern? 

Its antiquity, its quality, its 
longevity This building is 
greatly respected by everyone 
in town en though it's not 
the oldest house in town, it's 
emblematic of so much of the 
Town This building was 
acquired when a developer was 
contemplating taking it down. 
That's what formed the 
Ilistorical Commission - as an 
entity to aecept this building 
when it was taken by eminent 
domain. So, it represents the 
Town's history and the Town's 
interest in its history. 

What is most interesting 
about being a curator? 

I get to meet a lot of people. I 
joke with my friends sometimes 
that people probably think I sit 
here alone and nothing hap- 
pens. Occasionally there will 
be a quiet day. but there are 
some days when it can be real- 
here. I have some 
senior volunteers that work 
here. Regular cleaning has to 
be done and displays need to be

What is a typical day?

Why do people come to the 
Museum?

And they 
will have really interesting sto- 
ries to tell me about where they 
grew up; or someone in their 
family, like their grandparents 
came here from Somerville to 
summer at Silver Lake, The 
people who have lived here a 
long time have stories and they 
are anxious to share them 

And then, of course, the most 
fun is kids. Last April I had a 
couple of boys from North 
Reading, who had to do a 
report about a museum. They 
came in with their families, 
twice actually, once for a tour 
and once with a video camera 
They walked around and point- 
ed things out. They were real 
ly interested and excited 
Everything I showed them was 
‘really cool." That was a lot of 
fun. 

Sometimes if my daughters 
are here when other children 
come in, they will show the vis: 
iting kids what they think is 
interesting. For instance, there 
is a secret room in the house. 
Kids just love that stuff! 

Do you get a lot of out-of- 
town visitors? 

The people who are interested 
in old homes are often from out 
of town. We're not that far 
from Rte 93. But the most com: 
mon thing I hear (from people 
in and out of town) is, “I saw 
your flag, and I've always want- 
ed to come. I go by here every 
day on my way to work!” 

What's the most typi 
tion from people who vi 

They always say that they are 
happy they came. They are 
grateful that the museum is 
here, 

What interests you the most 
about history? 

For me, it is the stories. For 
instance, when I was on the 
Historical Commission before I 
took this job, the Library had a 
program, “Wilmington 
Industry.” Carolyn Harris, the 
chair of the Commission, and 
Kathleen Black Reynolds, the 
former curator and | all talked 
about various aspects of 
Wilmington's industry. I did a 
lot of research on the tannery 
that used to be in town. It 
closed in the 1950s. At one 
point, in the course of my

research I found some articles 
on microfilm from the Town 
Crusader about the tannery.

What do — you 
Wilmington residents 
about the museum? 

The Brown family and their 
descendants actually lived here 
for over 100 years. Although 
it's called the Harnden Tavern, 
Joshua Harnden and his family 
only lived here about 50 years. 
Joshua Harnden was here in 
1770 until he died in 1806. His 
wife held the property after his 
death The Silas Brown 
acquired it in 1818. He and his 
descendants lived here until the 
middle of the 20th century 

What is the most unusual 
thing about Wilmington that 
you've learned? 

This is going to seem a little 
strange, but Wilmington has 
never built a Town Hall. I saw 
some newspaper articles from 
the early 1900s where this was 
an issue. They were trying to 
get the Town to vote to build a 
Town Hall. The Town decided it 
would be an extravagance and 
voted against it 

The Town Offices were in the 
basement of the 
Congregational Church 
because the Congregational 
Church was formative of the 
town. When the 
Congregational Church burned 
down, they moved into the 
Baptist Church across the 
street (now the Arts Council 
Building). When they outgrew 
that space in the 1980s, they 
moved to their current site tat 
the former Glen Road School) 

What is your favorite thing 
about the museum (artifact, 
exhibit, ete.)? 

The Bond Collection. The 
town acquired it in the late 
1990s. It's the product of some- 
one by the name of Arthur 
Bond who was interested in 
Wilmington's history one hun- 
dred years ago. In the Bond 
tion, there was a set of 
photographic plates.

About the Wilmington 
Town Museum at the Col 
Joshua Harnden Tavern 
In 1973. the property located 
at 430 Salem Street and locally 
known as the Harnden Tavern 
was saved from demolition 
when citizens of Wilmington 
rallied for its preservation 
The town, setting a precedent 
for historic preservation, took 
the property by eminent 
domain. In 1975, the property 
was listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places 
and the Friends of Harnden 
Tavern were established to 
support the Commission's goal 
of showcasing Wilmington's 
and the Tavern's residents’ 
history. At the 1999 Annual 
Town Meeting, residents voted 
to establish a Wilmington 
Town Museum and part-time 
curatorial position 

The purpose of the

“In 1990, the American Heart 
Association developed the 
Chain of Survival,” Sencabaugh 
said. “This protocol addresses 
the fact that most life-threaten- 
ing emergencies occur outside 
of a hospital, with death occur- 
ring within minutes of onset 
According to the AHA, with 
each minute that passes, the 
likelihood of survival decreases 
7 to 10 percent. That's why it's 
critical. for everyone to know 
the warning signs and what to 
do.”

Early Access: Call 9-1-1; 

Early CPR; 

Early Defibrillation; and 

Early Advanced Care 

“When you call 9-1-1, emer- 
gency medical system responds 
immediately,” Sencabaugh 
explained. “But let's say you 
have a person who has gone 
into cardiac arrest during 
morning rush hour at the top of 
Ballardvale Street - it's going to 
take the team more than five 
minutes to get there. If you've 
taken this course, you can start 
the chain of survival by calling 
9-1-1 and starting CPR. There 
may be a police officer on Rte 
125 with a radar gun doing traf 
fie control. Each cruiser is 
equipped with an automated 
defibrillator. That officer is

Erich Eicher, who lives with 
his mother in North Reading 
and his father in Newbury, 
spends his time observing the 
world around him and then 
working on ways to make it bet 
ter for him and his peers who 
also share disabilities 

“I have a learning disability 
and cerebral palsy,” Eicher 
said in a matter of fact tone. 

What some people would 
think of as disabilities, the affa 
ble and energetic Eicher, 18, 
thinks of as a fact of life. His 
disabilities do not keep him 
from learning. He attends the 


Special Education Program at 
Lexington High School and in 
the summer attends Agassiz 
Village, a camp for both main 
stream children and those with 
disabilities. 

Eicher has been attending 
the camp, located in West 
Poland, Maine for the past six 
years, Over the past two years 
he has been a counselor in 
training and a team leader. He 
will return this summer as a 
full-time camp counselor and 
work in the kitchen 

As part of his counselor in 
training program, Eicher and

Every year the Kiwanis Club of 
Wilmington along with many of the New 
England District Kiwanis Clubs hold their 
family safety day.

At the end of the 
course each child receives a certificate of 
completion and a goody bag with safety 
handouts and candy. Refreshments are 
also available for adults as well as chil- 
dren. It’s a great way to teach bicycle 
safety. 

The previous week in conjunction 
with the Wilmington Police Department, 
safety assemblies are held in the elemen- 
tary schools in Wilmington. 

For people who missed the Rodeo 
and still need helmets, the Kiwanis Club 
in conjunction with the Fire Department 
have helmets on sale at the same price at 
the Fire Department side of the 
Wilmington Public Safety Building.

Camp Sunshine was founded 
in 1984 and is adjacent to Point 
Sebago Resort in Casco, Maine. For 
seventeen years, Dr. Larry and Anna 
Gould, the owners of Point Sebago, 
donated the facilities and the person- 
nel of their resort for the camp's 
operation of four weeks each year. 

After watching a TV program 
on a camp for children with cancer, 
the Goulds decided to offer a similar 
program at their resort. Discussions 
with the chief of pediatric oncology 
at Children’s Hospital in boston

Demand for services far exceeded 
capacity and a permanent facility, 
built on 15 acres donated by the 
Goulds was opened in June 2001 

Camp Sunshine supports 
children with life-threatening illness- 
es and their families. The camp has 
the distinction of being the only pro- 
gram in the nation whose mission is 
to address the impact of a life threat 
ening illness on every member of the 
immediate family—the ill child, the 
parents, and the siblings. Since its 
inception, Camp Sunshine has _pro- 
vided a haven for over 16,000 individ- 
uals from diverse cultural back 
grounds 

Families with a child diag 
nosed with diseases such as cancer, 
kidney disease, lupus, diabetes, solid 
organ transplants, and other life 
threatening illnesses attend one of 
the week-long camps. The focus is on 
alleviating the strain that a life 
threatening illness takes not only on 
the sick child but also on other fami 


ly members. Families have an oppor 
tunity to rebuild their 
together and meet other families tac 
ing similar challenges 

Free quality services are pro 
vided at the camp including accom 
modations and meals, onsite medical 
services, counseling services and 
recreational facilities.
